The aucthour of the Epiſtle to theÞebzues 
the 12.Chapter ſayth, that we are baſtards, 
and not ſonnes , if wee be without difcipline 
and cozrection , ſuche lpke places are moſte 
fytte , wherewith the mynde ofthe guyltye 
perſon now beinge penſtent|, may bee lyfced 
vp, that nowe hee would ſuffer any kinde of 
puniſhmente as one ready to obepe GOD: 
Letche Examples be Manaſſes, David, the 
Siſter of Moſes, Kynge Yrias,the People 
ledde into Captiuitie, and manpe others, 
which were puniſhed foz certayne Spnnes, 
and after thꝛougbe Repentaunce, haue re- 
tourned home agapne, The Example of 
the Theefe in compariſon of others is fa · 
mous, who hath ſet fooꝛth a notable Exam⸗ 
ple of patience andfapth . Hee did nat ther 
fore coumpt himſelfe an abiecte.becauſe hee 
ſuffered ſo ſhameful a death foz his wpcked⸗ 
neſſe, but pacientlpe ſuſtapned the deſer- 
ved Puniſbemente, by Fapthe repoſed in 
CRN JS T E. After ſuchelyke tefffmo- 
nies c examples, wbe rwith the iudgemẽts 
of God are to be made knowne, in cõparinge 
the manners ok men in oure age, with the 
maners ok the people in the olde time: Foz 
God is alwapes lyke to himſelfe ; (whether

and that after thzee ſoztes 02 kindes of wyc- 


kedneſſe,to wyt: The foꝛſaking of God, hy ⸗ 


pocriſye , Juiurye done to thy Reigbboure 
andluche like, as moſte chieflye ſeeme to as 
bounde amonge the People, Examples are 
exc-ntehere and there in the Wzptrnges of 
the Prꝛophetes. Agapne thep are wonte 
to call Publiquelp togetber all the congre- 
cation to repentannce , faſtinge and pꝛaper. 
Certayne notable Examples of theſe twao 
thinges are of late peares ſet foozth , atthe 
tommaundement ok our moſt noble Kynge, 
by the Miniſters of oure Churches, not ws 
oute greate pzofyte and mitigation , of de⸗ 
ferued puniſhementes.
